Though all column tips should be taken with the usual bag of 
salt, let's hope there is an element of fact in the item that some - 
one, even a movie star, is planning Theatre for the 1964 World's 
Fair in NYC, Robert Moses, president of the Fair and never a 
friend of theatre, has stated that the any plans for theatre, music 
and amusements must come from the government and commercial 
exhibitors. Which means that unless a large government or a priv- 
ate company includes a theatre on their premises. 


Summer package producers glowing in profits from the dozen 
two character cast Two for the Seesaw companies have given straw- 
hat patrons a bonus in a half dozen packages of new scripts. Insur- 
ing their investment with TV name casts several producers are giv-
